But it becomes us to be ſubmiſſively 
filent before the Lord who has done this,

What manner it ſeems beſt to himſelf. The 
Wiſdom, as well as the power of God, is 


infinitely ſuperior to ours. He has views 


of things far different from, and vaſtly 
higher than what we can (with any modeſty) 
pretend unto; and he is no way accounta- 
ble to us: we may not fay unto him; what 
doft thou? but our work and duty lie plain 
before us, which is to make a proper and 
ſuitable improvement of ſuch an awful pro- 
vidence, as a wile. and holy, a righteous 


and gracious God has ſo lately diſpenſed 


towards us: and to expreſs a becoming re- 
gard to the advice and exhortation which 


» Behold, he taketh azvay, wwho can hinder him ? who will 
ſay unto him, what deft thou ? (Job. ix. 12.) as the pious and 


patient Job expreſſeth it, in the midſt of his fore afflictions. 


A ſubject excellently well handled by our deceaſed brother in his 
funeral diſcourſe on the mournful occaſion of the death of the re- 
verend Mr. Beart of Bury, which he was prevailed with to pub- 
liſh, and the only one of his that has ever appeared in print.

5 
the apofile gives to the chriſtian Hebrews, | 
viz. that they would not be Jothful, but fol- 
lowers (or imitators) of them who thro faith, 

and patience have inherited the promiſes; a- 
mong whom our deceasd friend, and late 
reverend brother may juſtly be numbered, 
as one in the foremoſt rank; unto whom 
the illuſtrious character whereby the pious 
Enoch is deſcribed in the words which I 
have read to you, will, I doubt not, be ac 
knowledged by all that knew him, truly to 
belong, viz. That he walked with God; and 
tho he was not taken from among men in 
ſuch an extraordinary manner as Enoch was, 
but was made ſubject to the common law of 
mortality, yet there was ſomething in the 
very manner of his death that was uncom- 
mon. He died, indeed, as others do, but 

without thoſe terrible ſtruggles with the 
laſt enemy which the generality of poor 
| mortals have experience of when the part- 
ing hour comes. His death ſeemed to re- 

ſemble the placid ſleep of a weary traveller 

(which he himſelf apprehended to be his 

caſe, complaining als that he was tired 
with his journey) rather than the painful 
violence and grievous agonies that ordina- 
rily attend the ſeparation of thoſe two con- 
ſtituent parts of man, the ſoul and body, 
from each other. And it was principally 
from the conſideration of his conformity to

the management of his outward affaits, and 
alſo by others of his ſurviving friends, a 


ſuitable ſubject of diſcourſe on this ſolemn, 
and ſorrowful occaſion. 


Having ſaid thus much by way of i intro- 
duction, I ſhall proceed to a more patticu- 
lar confideration of the text, which contains 
rt of a ſhort, but very remarkable piece 
of ſacred hiſtory, venerable for its autho- 


rity, and antiquity. 


n the chapter wherein in my text lies, the 
baly Spirit of God (making uſe of Mg ofes as 
his Amanuenſis) has been pleaſed to give us 


a compendious account of the genealogy; age, 
and death of Adams offipring by Seth unto 


the days of Noab. 


And this is the only auchentick piece of hif- 
tory that is extant of the firſt age of the world, 


from the creation to the univerſal deluge ;

as of the church. Little notice is taken 
of the poſterity of accurſed Cain, a few of 


whom only are, as it were, occaſionally

For the explication and illuſtration of 
this matter, it will be neceſſary to ſhew you 
pPriefly what is imported or implied in this 

/ i walking with God; in which every good

This walking with God, which is the cha- 
racter, property, and practice of all pious 
perſons, in the ſeveral places, ſtations, and 
relations wherein divine providence has {et 
them, implies, that they do believe, and 
that they have an awful ſenſe and appre-

henſion of the preſence of God with them 


at all times, and in all places; that they re- 


gard and conſider him as the inſpector, wit- 

neſs, and judge of their hearts, and thoughts, 
and of their words and actions; that (in the 
language of the Eſalmiſi, they et tbe Lord 
Always beſare them. That they endeavour 


to frame, and order the general courſe of 


their converſations, (or their whole beha- 
viour, bath civil and religious, private and 
publick) as thoſe who are practically con- 


vinced and perſwaded that they are continu- 


ally under the view of his pure and piercing 


eye; that he is privy to the moſt ſecret mo- 


tions of their wills and affections; that he 
has, as it were, a window into their breaſts, 
and fees whatever paſſes in the inmoſt re- 


ceſſes of their minds; that he xows thetr 


down fitting, and their up rifing, and under- 


ſands their thoughts afar o that be com. 
'Y 


falſes their path, and their lying down, and is 
acquainted with all their ways; as David 


elegantly, and emphatically expreſſes it: 


that they cannot think a thought but what 


he /ees, that they cannot fpeak a word but 
what he bears, that they cannot do any 
action, tho in the greateſt darkneſs, but 


what he diſcerns; and not only the action 


itſelf, but alſo the moſt hidden ſprings 
thereof, the moſt ſecret motions thereunto,

and the ends, aims, and intentions they 
have therein.

Every good man has an habitual ſenſe 
and belief of all this, tho this habitual 
ſenſe and belief is not always actuated with 
ſuch ſerious and ſolemn thoughts as it 
ought to be; and our defects herein are the 
ſad occaſions of our ſo frequently offending. 
But it ſeems pious Enoch did excel the moſt, 
or, I may even venture to ſay, all the men of 
his generation, in this particular; he had 


a conſtant lively apprehenſion of the divine 


Omniſcience and Ommpreſence : He was ſtill, 
as I may ſay, looking upon God as one that 


was ever looking upon him; and conſequently 
he lived under a facred awe of God's pre- 


ſence, obſervation, and inſpection, and it was 
his daily ſtudy and endeavour to pleaſe him, 
by ordering his converſation aright, and here 


in exerciſing himſelf” to have a conſcience void 


of offence, both towards God, and towards man; 


living ſoberly, righteouſly, and godly, (or re- 


| ligiouſly) in an evil world; labouring to ap- 


prove the integrity of his intentions, and the 


innocency of his actions, to the God that he 
knew ſearched his heart, and was acquainted 


with all his ways. Po” 
He eſteemed the divine favour, and friend- 
ſhip as his higheſt privilege, and happineſs; 
and behaved as one who confidered that he 
had more to do with God than with all the 
world beſides; more to fear, or hope from

him than from any other being in the lower 
or upper world. § ib 
Thus did Enoch walk with, or before, God, 
and thus he was kept cloſe to his duty, and 
lived as free from fin, both in thought, 
word, and deed, as the ſtate of infirmity 


and imperfection wheręin he then was, could 


admit. And herein ſhould we endeavour 
ro follow him, and ſuch as have made it 
their buſineſs to conform themſelves unto 
his excellent pattern and example. | 
In a word (for the limits of this exerciſe 

will not allow me to expatiate upon ſo 
copious a ſubje& as I might eafily do) to 
walk with God, it is. to walk in ſome good 
. meaſure according to the directions that 
God has given us in his holy word; to make 
his laws the rule of our actions, and his ex- 
ample the pattern of them; or, to make it 
our ſerious, ſolicitous care and endeavour, 

to be God- like, and Chriſt-like, in the frame 
and temper of our hearts and affections, and 
in the courſe and tenour of our lives and 
converſations: to love what God loves, and 
to hate what he hates: to have a ſteddy 
practical regard to whatſoever things are true, 
whatſoever things are honeſt, whatſoever things 
are juſt, whatſoever things are pure, whatſo- 
ever things are lovely, and whatſoever things 
are of good report ': as the Apoſtle has beauti- 
fully expreſs'd it in that admirable ſummary

of our duty which we have in the laſt 
chapter of his Epiſtle to the Philippians. Or, 
as the Prophet Micah ſpeaks, It is 70 do 
juſtly', and to love mercy, and to walk humbly 
 "apith our God; i. e. to. maintain, ſo far as 
in us lies, cloſe and gonſtant communion 
with God (tho ſtill under a deep ſenſe of 
the vaſt and infinite diſtance between him 
> and us) to keep, as it were, a daily corre- 
ſpondence with heaven by ſerious ſpiritual 
23 meditation upon God, and the things of a- 
Z nother world; and by earneſt prayer and 
ſupplication to him (who is the beſt of 
Fathers, and the beſt of friends) in the name 
and thro' the mediation of his only begotten 
and well-beloved Son, for a ſupply of all our 
wants; for the pardon of all our fins; for 
. the acceptance of our perſons, and ſervices; 
for the neceſſary aids of his Holy Spirit to 
fortify us againſt all temptations from the 
world, the fleſh, and the devil, and to ena- 
ble us to grow in divine knowledge, and 70 
abound in all the fruits of righteouſneſs to the + 
glory and praiſe of God : Not forgetting to bleſs 
the God and Father of our Lord Feſus Chriſt, 
for all thoſe ſpiritual bleſſings and benefits 
wherewith he has bleſſed, and does daily 
bleſs, us in him; as alſo for all the neceſ- 
ſarys, conveniences and comforts of the pre- 
ſent life, and eſpecially for the well-ground- 
ed hopes of a better. |

Thus 
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Thus have not only. Enoch, and Noah, and 
Abraham, and Moſès, and David, but all 
the holy men of God, in former and latter 
Ages, walked with God (though not with an 
equal pace) and thus did that excellent per- 


ſon, the loſs of whom we now lament, walk 


with God, in an eminent manner, above and 
beyond moſt of his fellows and compa- 
nions in the faith and patience of the goſpel; 
and in ſuch inſtances as theſe we ſhould 
labour and endeavour to follow him, who 
herein followed Chriſt, and the moſt cloſe- 
walking Chriſtians, , 

So much for the firſt thing in the Text, 
viz. The eminent and exemplary piety of 
Enoch, as tis repreſented to us by that fig- 


nificant, comprehenſive phraſe pf walking 


with God. I proceed now to conſider 


1 2dly. The diſtinguiſhing, extraordinary, or 


uncommon reward with which a gracious 
God was pleaſed to crown the eminent piety 
of his ſervant Enoch; or the peculiar favour 
he vouchſafed to ſhew him, in the manner 


of his removal out of this lower world into 
the glorious regions above. This is ſigni- 
fied to us in the latter part of the Text, by 
thoſe remarkable words, he was not, "af 
God took him; i. e. he took him, as we ſay, 
to himſelf, He was not: After he had 


lived upon this earth for the ſpace of 365 
Nears, he was no longer to be found among 


men. They that had ſeen him, and con-

verſed with him, could ſee him no more; 
he was gone from them to a better place, 
and to better conipany ; and yet he was not 
dead; he was only removed; as is intima-

He foot him from earth 
tro heaven in his ſoul and body both. His 
life was not extinguiſhed as that of others is, 


he did not go to his grave as others do, 
but be went to heaven without dyi 
This is evident from the account "which 
the divinely inſpited writer to the Hebrews 
ives of this wonderful affair in the place 
rementioned, where he calls the removal 
of Enocb out of this world, a tranſlation; 
not a ſeparation of his ſoul and body from 


N I each other; much leſs an amibilation of 


his whole being; or a reducing him to a 
ſtate of inſenſibility. No, by no means. It 
was only a tranſlaring, or transferring him 
from this low earth, and receiving bim into 
the manſions of light and glory above, 
without obliging him to paſs thro* the dark 
valley of the ſhadow of death, as all other 


2} mortals did, then as well as now. 


Enoch was tranflated* (ſays the Apoſtle) 
that he fhould not fee' death; or ſuffer that 
diſſolution of "gp earthly frame, which 
Adant himſelf, the common father of all

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years before this extraordinary tranſlation of 
Enoch; who was tranſlated, that he ſhould 
not ſee death, and was nat found, viz. any > 
where upon. earth, or among mortal men, 
becauſe God had tranſlated him, Viz. as a 
reward of his eminent virtue and religion: 
for (as the Apoſtle adds in the cloſe of the 
verſe but now quoted) before his tranſla- 
tion be had this tefliewony,” that he ele 
Gel.. | 
He had the 6 of bis own 100 ghtned. 

ſanctified conſcience, that in fimplicity. and 
godly fincerity, not with Peſhly wiſdom, but 

by the grace of G ad, be had had his  conver- 

ation in the world; or among the men of 
his generation. And the'S pirit of God wit 
neſſed to, and with, his Spirit, that he was 2 
child of God; one chat loved God, and was 

beloved by him in a more han. ordinary 
manner. And it ſeems God had declared 

his approbation of him by ſome. unuſual 

marks of his favour towards him, even be- 

fore this his miraculous tranſlation. Before 

his tranſiation he had this 1 ifs ux, that he 
pleaſed God. _ 

Every good man is indeed pleafi ing 70 God, 
thro Grid, but ſome. pleaſe. him more than 
others, and Enoch pleaſed him moſt of all 
others in the day and age wherein he lived: 
and to make it. appear that he did ſo, the 1 

Lord, whom he had. ſo faithfully and zea- F 
 louſly ſerved, and whom he had taken - F 
much 
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much care to pleaſe, honour, and glorify 


in a ſtate of trial; the God with whom he 


had walked, with whom he had converſed, 
by faith and prayer, and all acts of piety 


and devotion (beyond the common degree 


and meaſure even of other holy men) was 
ſo good and gracious to him that he vouch- 


ſafed to take him to himſelf in a very un- 


common manner. He was tranſlated into 


paradiſe, lay the Arabick and FEthiopick ver- 


ſions. This was a tranflation of his whole 
perſon. Not only did his immortal ſpirit 
return to the God who gave it (for this is 
an happineſs common to all the ſaints) but 


his body, as well as his ſou! was taken up 
into the heavenly regions; tho, doubrleſs, it 
was very much changed as to its qualities 


to render it meet for that luminous place 
into which it was thus received. God took 


from Enoch his bodily clothes, and gave 


him ſpiritual raimenr, yy one of the 
Fewiſh Doctors upon the Text. Thus was 
this great good man exempted from the 
common lot of mortals, by a peculiarly 


favourable diſpenſation of divine providence. 
He diſappeared '; he was no longer ſeen in 


this world, he was taken from che view, 
and converſe of men here below; but he 
was by the power of God, and, it may be, 
by the miniſtry of Angels (as the great pro- 
phet Elijah afterwards od conveyed into

the world of light, and life above, to ſhine 
among the ſtars of glory there. 

If it be here inquired what might be the 
reaſon or occaſion of this extraordinary diſ- 
penſation with reſpect to Enoch? why was 
he exempted from the common law and lot 
of mortality? why was not that ſentence 
executed upon him which was paſſed upon 
mankind as a juſt puniſhment of the firſt 
tranſgreſlion ? 

To this it would be ſufficient to reply, 
that it was thus becauſe it ſeemed meet to 
the great Lord of all that it ſhould be ſo; 
and it becomes ſuch poor ignorant creatures 
as we are, to acquieſce in every declaration 
and determination of his will, and in every 
adminiſtration of his providence, without 
asking queſtions, or being too curious in 
our inquiries into the arcana imperii, thoſe 
ſecrets of the divine government, which God 
is not pleaſed to give us a particular account 
of, or to diſcloſe and diſcover to us in the 
preſent ſtate of diſtance and imperfection. 

But for your further ſatisfaction I have 
to add unto what has been ſaid, that in the 
_ preſent inſtance, ſome learned and pious 
divines have obſerved, from a diligent conſi- 
deration of the time and circumſtances of 
this extraordinary tranſaction, ſome probable 
grounds of it, and ſuch as very much tend 


to illuſtrate the , and * of God 
in it.

Tis no way unreaſonable to ſuppoſe that 
a wiſe and gracious God might deſign, by 
this tranſlation of Enoch, to give good men 
an early document and pledge of that glo- 
rious immortality in the other world, that 


| ſhall be the reward of ſuch as walk with 
God in this world. e 


And tis not unworthy of our obſervation, 
that as Adam was the firſt man (ſo far as 
it appears from the hiſtory) who died a 
natural death (for Abel's was a violent one, 


5 0 he being barbarouſly murdered by his un- 


natural brother Cain) ſo Enoch's tranſlation 
ſucceeded the death of Adam; that as the 


inhabitants of the old world, ſaw in the. 


natural death of their common parent what 


was the penal fruit and conſequent of fin; 


ſo they might behold in this extraordinary 
tranſlation of Enoch to heaven, without dy- 
ing, what ſhould be the bleſſed and glorious 
reward of ſincere piety: and that this re- 
ward ſhould at one time or other extend 
to their bodies, as well as to their ſouls; 


though they were not to expect ſuch an im- 


mediate admiſſion to it in their whole per- 


ſons, as was by a peculiar favour vouchſafed 


to Enoch. But by this inſtance they might 
ſee, that God could render the body as well 


as the ſoul capable of glory, and had ground 


given them to believe, that there ſhould be 
a time when all good men ſhould be glori- 


ficd both in ſoul and body.

And there is another thing which. it may 


. not be improper to take notice of in this 


place; namely, That as the Antediluwians 


might ſee in the melancholy example of 


Abel's murder a ſad ſpecimen of thoſe ſuffer- 
ings which the beſt men are expoſed to in 


this world, even for their righteouſneſs 


ſake; ſo it was agreeable to the divine wil- 
dom and goodneſs, that they ſhould alſo 
behold in this inſtance of Enoch's tranſlation 


from earth to heaven, an encouraging am- 


ple of the glorious recompence of reward, re- 
ſerved for righteous perions in another and 
a better world.

ed by this extraordinary inſtance of Enoch, 
whom he took to himſelf without permit- 
ing that grim purſu;vant death to arreſt him 
by the way; I fay, it is poſſible, and pro- 
bable, that it might have been part of his 
' deſign herein, to teach the good people in 
thoſe early days, that as there was an happy 
| immortality which did await them, and 
which ſhould be the gracious reward of 
their perſevering obedience, or continued 
walking with God, through the courſe of 
their then long lives; ſo this bleſſed reward 
was not to be enjoyed upon earth, but in 
the celeſtial regions. And what clearer evi- 
dence could be given of this moſt important 
truth, than the miraculous tranſlation of 
pious Enoch to heaven, both in foul and 
body, after a comparatively ſhort probation ? 
in which, yet, he gave moſt illuſtrious 
proof and evidences of an extraordinary 
piety and devotion. e 

| Moſt of the Patriarcbs whoſe names are 
upon record in this chapter where my Text 
lies, lived to the very long period of eight 
or nine hundred years; whereas Enoch lived 
but juſt ſo many years as there are now 
days in the year; and, by conſequence, he - 
was but in the very prime and vigour of 
his age, when God too him. He might 
therefore have had as reaſonable a proſpect 
as any other of a long courſe of outward 
health, and ſtrength, and proſperity, in a 
world which many ſuppoſe to have r

ed much more with ſenſitive delights and 
pleaſures than this does in which we now 
live. Seeing then that great and gracious 
God (with whom Enoch walked, and whom 
he pleaſed in a ſuperior degree to his fellows 
and contemporaries) when he had a deſign 
to beſtow a very remarkable and diſtinguiſh- 
ing reward upon this his beloved friend 
and favourite, did, inſtead of prolonging his 4 
life upon this earth, beyond that of others, 9 
tranſlate him to heaven, and hereby take 
him from the earth in the midſt of his days 
and of his pious wall; this diſpenſation car- F 
ried with it a very clear. and convincing de- 
monſtration of what the /cr:pture has ſince 
plainly taught us, v:z. That good men are 
but pilgrims and ſtrangers, but travellers and 
ſojourners in this world; that this is the | 
place of their labour and trial, not of their 
reſt and triumph; that heaven is the true 
and proper ſeat of bliſs and happineſs; that 
our home is there; and that our heavenly 
father who is the gracious and bountiful 
rewarder of them that. di/zgently ſeek and 
- ſerve him, will recompenſe thoſe that walk 
uprightly before him, not by continuing 
them for many ages upon this earth, but by 
taking them unto himſelf into the ſhining 
manſions prepared for them in the paradiſe 
above; where they ſhall live at a much 
higher rate of communion with him than 
they could poſſibly do in the uſe and enjoy- 
ment of the moſt excellent ordinances, by

hls they Jaw only .through à glaſi darbly, 
and. had ſome- very imperfect prelibations 
of that fulneſi of joy which is in his imme- 
diate preſence, and of thoſe r:vers of” pienfure 
that are at his right hand for evermore; 
No to give a plain teſtimony to ſuch 
weighty and momentous truths as theſe, 
was a very valuable end of ſo extraordinary 
a providence as this of Enoch's removal from 


earth to heaven, without the intervention of 


a natural death. And the ſame ſhould be 


regarded and conſidered by us, in its conjunc- 


tion with the many other proofs and eviden- 


ces that have ſince been afforded us; more 


eſpecially that moſt illuſtrious one of the 


reſurrection of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt from 
the dead, and his glorious and triumphant 
aſcenſion into heaven, both in ſoul and body 
(of which this tranſlation of Enoch may be, 
and is, by ſome expoſitors, looked upon as an 


eminent type) I ſay this of Enoch's being taken 
up by God, in his whole perſon, ſhould be 
conſidered by us, in conjunction with the 


other evidences now mentioned, as a ſtrong 
confirmation of our faith and hope, with re- 
ſpect to the certainty of an eternal ſtate of bliſs 


and reſt, which remains for us in our father's 


houſe, and which we ſhall partake of in part 


at the ſeparation of foul and body, when 


our ſpirits ſhall be joined to the ſpirits of 
the juſt made perfect: and more fully at the 


reſurrection, when both our ſouls and bo- 
dies ſhall. be admitted: into the glorious pre-

ſence of our God and Saviour, and we 
| ſhall in our whole perſons be for ever. with 
- the Lord, and for ever with each other. 
Let us therefore comfort ourſelves with 
Zheſe words; and let the believing contem- 
plation and meditation hereof fortify us. 
againſt the fear of death; and ſupport us 
under what we call the loſi of our dear de- 
parted chriſtian friends and relatives, and 
of our worthily eſteemed and beloved mini- 
ſters, whom the Lord has taken to himſelf, ' 
and whoſe fouls (though not their bodies) 
are now before the throne of God and f 
the Lamb; and who are affociated with the 
'innumerable company of Angels, and moft 
delightfully employed in concert with 2 
countleſs multitude of holy, happy fpiritss _ 
in aſcribing Honour, and glory, und praiſe io 
him that fits upon the throne, and to that | 
bleſſed Lamb who lov'd them, and waſhed them 
from their ſim, in his own moſt precious blood. 
This very comfortable conſideration I 
may confidently apply to you, my beloved, 
who are now mourning for the ſudden 
and unexpected removal of one of the be/? 
men, and one of the beſt mmifters, that the 
churches of Chrift in this part of the king- 
dom have been bleſt with. irn en 
He, during the courſe of his earthly pilÞ 2: 
grimage, walked with God as clofely and 
conſtantly as moſt men living, and now 
he is not, he is no longer in this world of 
ours, for God has taken him; not —_ mw 
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ſuch an unuſual manner as he did Enoch, 
and Elias; but in a manner very favour- 


able to him, tho very ſurprizing to his 


friends; in the cloſe of a journey, ' Which 


proved very fatiguing to him; yer it pleaſed 


God to bring him juſt to the end of it (tho 
he was likely enough to have died by the 
way) and to call him from his labour to 


his reſt, in the morning of that very day 


in vhich you all expected (but a little while 
before his diſſolution) to have found him 
here, and to have ſeen his face, and heard 


his voice, in and from this pulpit from 


whence: you are now hearing his funeral 
ſermon. 80 fratl and uncertain is humane 


life; and ſo little dependance there is upon 


a ſound, healthy and vigorous conſtitution, 

which he long enjoyed, and well employed;

I cannot but judge that ſomething ought to 
be ſaid, by way of recommendation to the 
living, of the excellent example of a de- 
ceaſed chriſtian, and miniſter, and particu- 
larly of ſuch an one as he whom you were

acquainted with his dofFrine, manner of life, 


faith, charity, &c. by ſo long an enjoyment 


of his miniſterial labours, that your own 


thoughts will run before me, and, as it 
were, prevent me in almoſt every thing I 


have 
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have to ſay concerning him; yet in order 


to the bringing ſome of thoſe many things 
which were amiable and imitable. in this 
eminent ſervant of Chriſt, . freſh to the re- 
membrance of thoſe among you who had 
the happineſs to know him intimately, and 
for the information and edification of o- 


thers, that have not had ſuch a perſonal. 


knowledge of him, I ſhall add what fol- 


lows. 


our deceafed brother did early devote himſelf 
to the ſervice of Chriſt in the work of the 
' miniſtry, and you of this chriſtian ſociety 


1 will begin with obſerving to you, ON: 


were the people of his irſt and /aff love. 


Some few of you can, I ſuppoſe, remem- 
ber his entrance upon that facred office, 
which he has continued to exerciſe for a- 
bout forty years; and all of you can bear 
_ teſtimony to his laborious and faithful diſ- 
charge thereof; and many of you know 
how deſervedly dear he was to the excellent 
heads, and to the once numerous branches, 
of that honourable and religious family to 
which he was nearly related by marriage,

As to his natural temper, (which ! mall 
juſt touch upon) 4t was grave, ſerious, and 


reſerved; yet not rugged or moroſe, but 
ſyeet and placid, calm and ſerene, friendly

and benevolent. His whole behaviour was 
comely and venerable, innocent and inof- 
fenſive, ſuch as recommended him to the 
eſteem and affection of perſons of all per- 
ſuaſions, who had a fenſe of what is truly 


worthy, laudable, and valuable in a man, 


or a miniſter. He was a ſon of peace; and 
had a great meaſure of that vom which 
is from above, and is firſt pure, and then 


peaccable, gentle, and eaſy to be intreated, full 


of mercy and good fruits, without partiality, 
and without hypocriſy. As the apoſtle James 


has admirably deſcribed it. 


He was full of humanity and love to his 


| fellow creatures and fellow chriſtians: he 
had a tender concern for his friends and re- 
latives, and for all that were in want, and 
neceſſity of any kind, and was ever ready to 
relieve, and help them to the utmoſt of his 


power; of this his extenſive benevolence 
and bene ficence he gave many undeniable in- 


ſtances, as would appear if it were proper 


to mention publickly the good deeds of a 
perſon who ſtudiouſſy obſerved the rule of 
our bleſſed Saviour *, not 7o let the left hand 


know what the right hand dith. He deviſed 


liberal things ; ; * it was the wonder of ſome 
who were beſt acquainted with his private 
management in matters of charity, how ſo 

much ſhould be going out, where ſo little 
was coming in. But his delight was in do-

| You of this church can bear him witnes, that

He ſought not yours, but you: He did not 
aim at making a gain of you, but his great 
and conſtant aim and endeavour was to gain 


von to Chriſt; and if he erred on any hand it 


was in expreſſing too little a regard for the - 
things of a preſent life; which in a due ſub- -- 


_ ordination to greater things, miniſters, as well 


as private chriſtians, are allowed to ſhew 
ſome concern about; and of which, I verily 
believe, he might have had a greater ſhare if 
he had defired it: for as he dearly loved you, 
ſo (I am well ſatisfied) you had a ſincere and 
a very ſtrong love to him, which he was 
always ready to acknowledge unto your ho- 


nour, and his own ſatisfaction. And indeed 
you had great reaſon for it, ſeeing it pleaſed 


God to make him a ſpiritual father to ſo ma- 


ny of you, and to make you he ſeals of his 
miniſiry; on the account whereof he cannot 


but live in your minds and memories; aud 
in your hearts and affection; and you may

modeſty, and the mean opinion he had of 

himſelf, which as an impenetrable veil too 
much covered his great abilities tho yet much 
thereof ſhone thro to thoſe who had the ad- 
vantage of an intimate acquaintance with 
him, notwithſtanding his endeavours to con- 

ceal the ſame. - 
As to his publick performances, they * 5 
ways ſinelf of the lamp, as we ſay. They 
were truly elaborate, as all that were judici- 
ous hearers of his diſcourſes from the Pulpit.

As to myſelf, tho I knew him from his 
firſt ſettlement with you, and have had fre- 
quent opportunities of perſonal converſe with. 
him, to my great farisfaCtion, yet I was ſcarce
